SAINTS OF THE ATLAS 
by Ernest Gellner 


This is a study both in political and in religious sociology. Sociologists tend to work with 
Max Weber’s definition of the state, as possessing the monopoly of legigimate violence in 
society. Amongst the central Moroccan Berbers a kind of state developed which inverted this 
principle: the rulers, hereditary holy men, were obligatorily peaceful while their subjects, 
ordinary tribesmen, were addicted to feuds and compelled to seek redress either in private, 
violence or in supematurally sanctioned oath. The hereditary saints provided the framework 
of order and continuity. Thus an unusual type of political organisation emerged in which 
hereditary saints linked the tribesmen to the faith and concepts of a universal religion while, at 
the same time, particularistic and dissident tribal practices could persist. 

The system exemplified a remarkably clear ‘separation of powers’ - a dynasty of pacific holy 
men complemented annually elective, feud-fighting tribal chiefs. Tribal democracy and the 
sovereignty of assemblies co-existed with the anthropolatry of holy lineages. Religious 
inequality here makes possible political equality. The saints retained prominence under both 
indirect French colonial rule and in the modern post-independence world of party politics. 

Through a carefully documented study of a particular case this book illuminates general 
issues concerning the place of religion in tribal life, the interdependence of political and 
religious institutions, and the role of tribes both in traditional civilisations and in developing 
societies.

REASON AND CULTURE: 

The Historic Role of Rationality and Rationalism 

By Ernest Gellner 

Since the seventeenth century, Western society has had a turbulent relationship with Reason. 
Descartes set out to reorganize all his opinions in the light of Reason, allowing, as Pascal 
bitterly reproached him, nothing else. In the course of the centuries which followed, the 
relationship with Reason became the object of a vigorous, often passionate debate. David 
Hume declared Reason to be impotent; Immanual Kant observed that men suffered from 
‘misology’ as the result of their disappointed expectations from Reason, 

G.W.F. Hegel declared that the main insight of philosophy consisted of the realization that 
Reason masterminded and guided all history. 

The debate has not remained restricted to philosophy. Max Weber, the most influential 
modem sociologist, was obsessed with the distinctive role of Reason in Western society, and 
the part it played in engendering industrialism. Social anthropologists have been preoccupied 
both with the universality and the diversity of conceptual thought. Emile Durkheim taught 
them to ask why all men were rational, whilst Max Weber taught sociologists to ask why 
some men were more rational than others. 

This book brings together the philosophical, historical and sociological discussions of 
rationality and strives to make clear the underlying issues and the continuity of the debate in 
the various disciplines.

THOUGHT AND CHANGE

In his book Words and Things Professor Gellner attacked the views and attitudes expressed in 
contemporary philosophy. In the present work he changes from the destruction of untenable 
theories to the construction of a framework in which a new philosophy, relevant to the needs 
of the twentieth and twentyfirst centuries, can be worked out. 

Man has always tried to find some justification and central theme on which to model his 
social forms Older views of society as the earthly embodiment of a Divine Will or as an 
inexorable progress towards a material Utopia no longer satisfy. Today there is one central 
world idea which is widely believed, yet has never been formally expressed - that the main 
concern of society is, in a broad sense, industrialisation. Societies are divided between the 
pre-industrial striving to achieve the break-through, and the industrial, which have achieved 
the transition and are now wrestling with the new problems that have arisen. Professor 
Gellner studies these beliefs, clarifies their presuppositions and consequences and the terms in 
which they are formulated. 

This stimulating work will not only restore much of the relevance to modern philosophical 
argument, but will also make explicit the new emerging basis for sociology and social studies.
